predicted transmitting ability (PTA) for protein to plus 50 
pounds. He is also the top bull for PTA butterfat and production type 
index (PTI). Wispride Pender Harpoon-ET continues to hold solid in 
being second for PTI. Both bulls were sampled through AGA young 
sire groups. 

It is always inspiring to get new bulls on the active A.I.list and in 
January, two new releases started out ranked in the top five of the 
active-A.I. list. They are Askew Farms Pender Yup Man-ET and Jimco 
Pansys Fancy-ET, who is also the breed’s top bull for PTA pounds of 
milk. The 25 bulls on the active-A.I. list are sired by 15 different 
bulls giving breeders with a diverse line up of service sires. 

The most exciting part of the sire summaries was the success of 
first proof A.I. sampled young sires. First evaluation bulls did very 
well against the top ten active A.I. bulls when they were being 
sampled. They displayed a substantial difference over all bulls that 
were on the active A.I. list when they were sampled. However, the 
biggest advantage is evident when compared against the first evalua- 
tion non-A.I. bulls. In fact, A.I. fist proof bulls tripled non A.I. first 
proof bulls for PTA pounds of milk, 10 times greater for butterfat and 
4.5 times greater for protein.

The Statistics 

When the judges final votes had been tal- 
lied for the 41st annual All-American con- 
test, 47 animals attained All-American, Re- 
serve All-American or Honorable Mention 
status. Two animals received unanimous 
All-American honors: Golden Dew Fayette 
Hippy, a junior yearling owned by Ludy 
Griggs of Seminole, OK, and the junior 3- 
year-old that tore up the tanbark this year, 
Jastes Ben Joy owned by the Ben Joy Syn- 
dicate of West Salem, OH.

In the intermediate heifer calf class, the 
first place heifer at both the national show 
in Madison and Louisville, as well as being 
the reserve junior champion at the national 
show in Madison, received the most votes.

Elwyn M. Fowles 

Elwyn M. Fowles of Southampton, Mas- 
sachusetts, died January 24, 1996, at his 
home.

He was also a former presi- 
dent of the State Fairs Associations, a di- 
rector of the Westfield Fair Association, and 
superintendent of its dairy department. 

Mr. Fowles taught agriculture at the 
UMass Stockbridge School of Agriculture 
for two years, and was a Postal Service car- 
rier for eight years. He leaves his wife, the 
former Louise Searle; two sons, Wayne J. 
of Montgomery, MA, and Meryl of Enosburg 
Falls, VT; two daughters, Lorena M. Thayer 
of Cummington, MA and Christine S. 
Fowles of Washington, D.C.; a brother, 
Leonard J. of Easthampton, MA, and nine 
grandchildren.
